are not to be equalled for Exaftneſs, though they are dift. 

ult to calculate from; and therefore, according to his 
Defire, I have inſerted them for the Obſervatjon of the 
moſt curious Artiſts in Aſtrenomy. But, as a certain 
Perſon ſays, Aſtronomy without Aſtrology is like a Lamp 
without Oil, er a Shell without the Kernel: And ſeeing 
Aſtrology is a moſt excellent Science, but very laborious, 
and full of Difficulty, as I in the whole Courſe of my 
Writings have experimented for many Years. And Pr- 
lemy, in his Days, obſerving ſo peat a Variety of Matter, 
and the ſundry Influences of ſo many and _=_ Stats, 
thought it a hard and difficult thing thoroughly and ex- 
actly to conſider the cæleſtial Mixture; ſays, it is impoſſible 
for a Man, though ever ſo knowing, ſhould diſtinguiſh 
the particular Forms of Things, even as Senſe alſo re. 


ceives not a particular, but a general Form of ſenſible 


Matter: And he that treateth of theſe Things muſt only 
conjecture, for none but thoſe Perſons that are inſpired 
from above, can predict Particulars. He farther tells us, 
that there is ſomething ſuperceleſtial chat aſſiſteth Men in 
predicting future Events; for an Aſtrologer, as well as 
a Poet, is born, net made ; for by the Ar of the 
Stars, and of the Intell 3, we are able to prophecy 
of Things to come. Wherefore it is manifeſt, fn only 
thoſe who have the Knowledge of fature Things, throu 
Be better Part of the Soul, rome the neareſt to the Truth. 
ce nd Man tan deliver his Judgment, according to the 
Operations of rhe Stars, unſeſs he be ſuch a Perſon as has 
well conſidered the natural Complexion of the Soul; and 
therefore may be deſervedly called and eſteemed a wiſe 
Man. For the Soul doth aſſiſt in cæleſtial Influences and 
Operations, as the beſt Huſbandman doth Nature, in 


ploughing and manuring the Earth; nor can any Man 
teach the Mixtures of the Stats, who hath not firſt learned 


their natural Differences and "I'empers. :

xe inviſible I ſhall paſs over in Silence, well knowing 
that inviſible Eclipſes have neither good nor bad Effects. 
The firſt viſible Eclipſe is of the greater Luminary the 
Sun, on the 4th of Fuze, in the Morning; and the other 
is of the Moon, on the 13th of December, in the Morm ing, 
according to the former Calculations. They are both 
celebrated in the Sign Gemini, near to the Hyades, and 
the Conſtellation of Orion, being Stars of the Nature of 
Saturn, Jupiter, Mars, and Mercury; and Mercury being 
chief Ruler of both the Eclipſes, and not impeded either 
by Combuſtion, Retrogradation, or any male Aſpect of 
the Infortunes; but in the Lunar is conjoined with ju- 
piter in his own domal Dignities, and is ſwift in Mo:ien, 
from which Poſitions we ſay there will be Arguments of 
more than ordinary Councils on the Stage of the World, 
in moſt or all of the Courrs of the Kings, Princes, and 
Potentates of Europe in general, and we hope may have 
good Effects to promote Peace and Tranquility, and the 
Advancement of ſome. deſerving Men to Honour, with 
the Augmentation of thoſe Things that are neceſlary for 
human Subſiſtance. The Conſtitution of the Air will be 
windy and moift, but healthy and temperate, and ſuch 
as will nouriſh Fruits. The Seas will be favourable to 
Navies, and the Merchant Ships come home richly laden; 
and Plenty of Fruits and of other Things, proper for the 
Well being and Proſperity of Man. The Times are 
coming, and not far off, wherein Corn will be cheaper, 
and Money more plentiful among Tradeſmen. * is then 
the Commonwealth proſpereth; "Tradeſmen circulate 
Money, Clowns and Miſers either hoard it, or put- 
chaſe Lands, both which bring no good to the Publick, 
but makes hard Times, breaks Iradeſmen, and flarves 
the Poor: For when Corn and Cattle are dear, as they 
have been for ſome Years paſt; then are the mot Part of

Quarter, In this Spring we may expect Matters of great Con- 
cernment, and very tranſcendent Importance, as to national and 
publick Affairs, will fall under ſerious Conſideration ; but 1 
would have no Perſon miſtake me, or think that I affirm theſe 
or any ſubſequent Configurations of the Planets to be the only 
immediate Cauſes of the ſucceeding in the World (Whether 
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whether good or evil). No, I conclude and know byExperience, 
they are the Signs and Forerunners (in a natural Way) of ſuch 
Actions or Accidents, which do very much ſympathize or 
correſpond therewith. I ſee no Reaſon in Art, but we in frng- 
land may live in much Tranquility and Peace, if we will but 
endeavour ſo to dv, and reſolve to be ruled by Reaſon, and 
quietly ſubmit to the prudent Government of our Superiors, as 
in Duty we are bound, w:thout complaining or repining, 
without juſt Cauſe for the ſame. The Diſeaſes of this Quarter 
will be many, and too many of them, I fear, will prove bott« 
violent and mortal. There ſeems to be great Diſputes, and 
ſecret Whiſperings among the vulgar Sort in moſt Nations of 
Europe; and we may allo expect many Dangers and Tribu- 
lations will attend their Perſons. Paracelſus tells us, that 
many ſtudious People, —_— into Secrets of Nature, may 
by their good Genius have Myſteries revealed and diſcovered 
to them; and molt Perſons agree, that the Heavens are a large 
expanded Volume, in which may be read many grand Muta- 
tions (as Effects in the Boſom of their Cauſes, or Events pre- 
notified by certain Signs) long before they are brought into Act 
here on Earth. But the natural Grounds or Diſpaſitions of 
the celeſtial Bodies, which, like mediate Links in the grand 
Chain of ſecondary Cauſes, have produced, or at leaſt co- 
operated in the Productions of theſe our preſent Diſturbances, 
at the Time of my writing, or the extraordinary Phenomena 
which the Almighty makes uſe of to pre- ſignify his Will and 
Pleaſure, are like Beacons, to admoniſh the World of ſuch 
Chaſtiſements, and cannot but moſt certainly deſerve our more 
curious Obſervations and Enquiries | | 

Laſtly, to conclude this Quarter, I fear a ßckly Seaſon ap- 
proaching, for many aged Perſons (among others ) make their 
Exit out of this World; and Death now in good Earneſt 
deſigns to feed upon Dainties: And therefore in all thy Glory, 
memento mori. Other Things might be intimated, but I flur 
up all with theſe ſignificant Lines: 

What Sot would go plot, when his Lot is a Rope, 

What Fools will be Tools, and Slaves unto Knaves, for Hope. 

The Wiſe that wear Eyes will deſpiſe ſuch Temptati- ns, 
And learn to diſcern their own Peace muſt ceaſe with the Nations. 
Quiet is Diet, thoſe that try it ſhall find, 

More ſound than is found in a Crown by a reſtleſs Mind. 


Of the Summer Quarter. 


THE Summer Quarter begins at fuch Time as the Sun 
enters the tropical Sign Cancer, which this Years happene 
en Wedneſday the 21ſt of June, at 2 Min. paſt 6 in the Morn, ' 
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T HE Autumnal Quarter begins September 22d. at 26 Mi. 
1 nutes paſt 7 in the Evening, in which are ſome rug 
AſpeRts and Poſitions ; but what I have faid under the former 
Quarters, as I deſigned them for the general Judgment of the 
Adtions of the whole Year, I need not make Repetition. 


WERE it not for incurring the Character of Vain Glory, 
or Oftentation, I ſhould beforè now have reminded the 
Adverſaries to Aſtrology of ſeveral remarkable Truths, which 
I have predicted in theſe my annual Books from celeſtial Cauſes, 
of which I doubt not but many of my Readers have taken No- 
tice; and ſuch Perſons as have compared my Diſcourſes of the 
laſt, as alſo of former Years, with the Affairs and Tranſactions 
of thoſe Times, but eſpecially ſince the Year 1764, cannot deny 
the Congruity : For in that Year, I told you the Effects of 
the ſolar Echpſe on the firſt of 2 would endure - for three 
Years aſter the firſt of Auguſt following, where I ſaid that 
Fruits would be more than commonly ſpoiled with too much 
Drought, for the Froſts at Spring blaſted them. I leave you 
to conſider, whether ever you knew a greater Scarcity of Fruit; 
for I was informed by the Papers, that Apples laſt Winter were 
fold in Cowent- garden for ſeven Guineas a Buſhel; and likewiſe 
in the Year 1765, I ſaid, that ere the Effects of the Eclipſe will 
o over, it was much to be feared that we ſhould ſee freſh 
Froubles, and great Diviſions and Differences in Opinions, 
Neighbour ſtill murmuring againſt Neighbour, Brother againſt 
Brother, et quid non? And in 1766, I told you the Parelij, 
or Mock-Suns, would be the Meſſengers of Tumults, Trea- 
cheries, not of much Bloodſhed ; but they foreſhow many trea- 
cherous Great Ones among our Grandees, and a tyrannical 
Oppreſſion of the People. And likewiſe in 1767, I ſaid pro- 
bably there would be notable Struggles and Debates in many 
Places about Religion, Diſcords among great Men, ſome Up- 
 1oars and Diſturbances in England, eſpecially London; factious 
Spirits will endeavour to promote their Ends and Intereſt, and 
ſome of the ſuperior Quality and Degree do act very highly, 
and many high and weighty Conſultations, tending to the Re- 
gulation of old Cuſtoms and Privileges, and the Extirpation of 
others. Thus tar I have writ, whether theſe Things have or 
have not happened, I leave my Readers to determine. And as 
tor the Comet that appeared in April 1566, we labour ft1]] under 
the Effects of it, and ſhall do for Years to come; and ſo I con- 
clude my Book with theſe Words : 
May all the Bleflings of Almighty God attend our moſt | 
gracious Sovereign King GEORGE, with the Lords and 
Commons aſſembled in Parliament; and may Great Britain 
enjoy all Felicity this Year and evermore.
